British Guiana in regard to the alleged 
Ill-treatment by white settlers of tbe 
Indian natives resident in tbe back ter- 
ritories contiguous to 
tbe Brazilian 


frontier. Cases of dll-treattuen, extor- 
tion and unjust bargaining were brought 
to tne attention of the government and 
In consequence the Hon. M. McTurk, C. 
M. G. government protector of Indians, 
wag gent to the (pot to make an official 
Inquiry. Mr. McTurk returned to Dem- 
erara on Feb. 1 and big report baa now 
been placed before tbe authorities. 


He first visited Quimato, a 
large 


Indian villige, near tne junction of the 
liupjnoni river 
with the E*geqaibo, 


tben crossed the Savannah country to 
tbe Takntu river, which 
form 
tbe 


boundary between British Guiana and 
Brazil, and proceeded op tbe Takutu un- 
til be reached tbe Tavara creek. Here 
orders were Issued for a general assem- 
blage of tbe Indiana and a strict Inquiry 
was instituted. 


Mr. McTurk found, unfoitunately,tbat 
too many of the complaints were made 
on good grounds. Tbe old chiefs had all 
died and no successors had been ap- 
pointed. 
Tbe absence of these leaders 


who bat! formed a medium of communi- 
cation between the British Guiana gov- 
ernment and tbe Indians bad been taken 
advantage of by the settlers, who In 
many ca^es had been guilty of unjust 
and unscrupulous bargaining and open 
robbery.

ful and innocent people, rapidly passing 
awiy before the inrush of civilization, 
bad been completely victimized, especial- 
ly over land cases, and their possessions 
taken awav without compensation or 
redress.
